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PREFACE. 



This first Edition of a GeDeral Index to the Laws of the Colony, begins from 
the year 1867, — ^year in which these Settlements, comprising Singapore, Penang or 
Prince of Wales' Island, and Malacca, ceased to form part of the Territories of India, 
and were formed into one separate Crown Colony. 

In the present work I have endeavoured to supply, in some degree, a want greatly 
felt, I believe, by all public men in these Settlements, in being able to trace out at 
once such Laws as are still in force : for at present to discover such, as also the 
enactments subsequently passed in relation to them afler amendments of many kinds 
and often repeated, is a taisk entailing much labour and embarrassment. 

Had I only pointed out what Ordinance regulated a certain matter, uncertainty 
would still have existed as to whether some of the provisions of that Ordinance had 
not been repealed or amended. To obviate this, I have shewn by foot notes what 
amendments have been made to the several Ordinances. 

There are other kinds of Colonial Laws which emanate from the Legislature 
direct, as well as from duly constituted Departments such as the Local Orders in 
Council, Proclamations and Government Notices. I have indicated them by their 
dates, and to improve the usefulness of this work, I have also indicated the page of 
the Government Gazette where these laws might be found. 

On some subjects the Laws of this Colony are also affected by Orders emanating 
from the Queen in Council and by Acts of Parliament. The former will be found 
noted according to their dates, and the latter in the way in which English Statutes 
are generally quoted. Their date of promulgation, whenever published in the Go- 
vernment Gazette of the Colony, is also given. International Treaties, d«., are 
shewn by their dates, as well as by the dates of the Government Notices by which 
they were published. 

It was not my intention at first, to include, in this Edition, such statutes as had • 
been passed previous to the transfer of these Settlements to the Colonial Govern- 
ment, and to reserve them for a future Edition, but having found that several matters 
would not have been complete without some of these statutes, I have preferred in- 
serting them, and I trust I shall be found to have acted wisely. 

I have not considered it to be within the province of this work to classify all the 
provisions of such lengthy enactments as the Bankruptcy, Excise and Court Or- 
dinances, Penal Code, &c., <&c., — a complete Index of any one of which would indeed 
have formed a book in itself; besides, Indexes have been provided for these enact- 
ments by the Local Government, and they are to be found bound with some of the 
Ordinances. 
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I have also left out in the body of this Index the dates of the confirmation of 
the Ordinances, and have preferred giving them in the shape of an appendix (vide 
Appendix C.) 

I hope to be in a position to issue different Editions of the Index to the Laws in 
force in this Colony, at different intervals, until the time when the different Settle- 
ments ceased to be Foreign Territory be reached. 

Trifling as this work may appear, it has cost me much time and labour. I have 
taken great pains to simplify every subject and to compress the whole in as small 
a compass as possible. — My sole object has been to make this a practically nseful 
book, and taking into consideration that this is the first time that a book of tli j sort 
has been published in the Colony, I venture to hope that any imperfections will be 
overlooked. 

Whatever changes may be made by the promised Code of Local Law.s, I believe 
the present Edition of this work will continue to be useful, for bearing rn mind the 
maxim Leges posteriores priores contrarias abrogant, I have left out everything irre- 
levant or redundant. My object in preparing this work has been to supply an imme- 
diate want ; if I have succeeded, I hope I shall be as fortunate in any future Edition, 
and it is with some confidence that I now submit the result of my labours to the 
appreciation of the members of the Legal Professian and of the .Public generally in 
the Straits Settlements. 

A list of such Ordinances as have ceased to have force of Law in the Colony will 
be found at the end of this Index. (Appendix A.) 

I am much indebted to the Hon'ble Major McNair, R.A,, C.M.G., Acting Lieute- 
nant Governor of Penang, for having kindly placed some valuable books at my dis- 
posal, and I am also extremely obliged to Mr. R. G. Van Someren, Advocate and 
Solicitor of the Supreme Court, for having so readily undertaken the trouble of going 
over this work before it went through the press, thereby enhancing its correctness.

General Rules. 

1. Two days' notice shall be given of any Meeting of Council to . Notice of 
each Member by the Clerk of the Council, but in cases of urgency, the Mooting. 
Governor may dispense with the necessity of the two days* notice. 

Should, however, circumstances occur to render a Meeting on any day 
appointed for the same inconvenient, the Council may be adjourned to 
such early day as the Governor shall appoint, by a notice in writing, to 
be transmitted to each Member by the Clerk one day prior to the 
period which had been appointed. ^ 

2. Whenever the Peninsular and Oriental, or Messageries Mari- AdjoammoBt 
times Mail Steamers for Europe or China are signalled by 11 a.m. on a on mail days, 
day appointed for the Meeting of Council, or whenever notice is given 

by the Post Office that a mail for Europe or China will be made up by 
such Steamers between the hours of 12 and 4 o'clock on a day appoint- 
ed for the Meeting of Council, such Meeting shall stand adjourned to 
the following day at half-past 12 o'clock, unless notice be given to the 
contrary.

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PREFACE. 



The present Part of tho Index to the L tws in force in this Colony contaiitf 
tkU the Acts of the Legislative Council of India which are still applicable to these 
Settlements, as also all Imperial Statutes not included in the First Part. 

Prior to the first of January, 1858, all Orders emanating from the Governor 
<}eneral of India in Council, and all publications affecting the Straits Settlements 
were published in the CalcvMa €kusette of Fort William, in the Presidency of 
Bengal, under which Government the Straits Settlements were placed until formed 
on Uie first day of September, 1851, into a qmtsi separate Government, under the 
<x>ntrol of the Governor General of India. * 

The first Government Gazette of the Straits Settlements was not published 
until the first of January, 1858, and all matters touching on this Colony, published 
in the CalcvMa Gazette^ (the Official oi^an of the Bengal Government, previously 
styled Government Gazette of India, f) from 1832, and in the Straits SetUemetd^ 
Government Gazette until the Colony was separated from India in 1867 and 
which are still in force, will be found included herein. 

I r^ret exceedingly that amongst the Law Books placed at my disposal, 
none date prior to the year 1828, X the first official Gazette as previously stated, 
only dating from the year 1832, so that some important and interesting matters 
might possibly be missing in this part of the Index, but I believe that apart from 
a few Government Notifications, for instance those regarding the handing over to 
or the taking over by the British Government or the East India Company of the 
different Settlements, if any such were ever published, there can hardly be said 
to be any other matters published before 1828, that could be held to be still in 
force in this Colony, the more so when it is considered that amongst the Beguliw 
tions, as the local laws were called at that time, passed by the Governor Gianeral 
of India in Council from 1828 to 1834, when the Indian Acts were first published, 
only three Regulations were found to be applicable to the Straits Settlements, 
and of these, two have been repealed many years ago. 

At the end of this book will be found several Appendices, to one of which 
I beg to draw especial attention, viz: a Judgment of the Supreme Court of this 
Colony § on the subject of Indian Act« repealed in India by subsequent Acta 
which do not themselves extend to this Colony. A perusal of this Judgment will 
«et at rest any doubt one might entertain as to some of the Acts repealed ia 
India, both prior and subsequent to the formation of these Settlements into a 
separate Crown Colony, but included in this work, being still in foioe.

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ir. PBEFACE. 

I hare gone over each page of tbe Law Books and Official Quzeites connected 
•with this work most carefully, rejecting now and again enactments which, after 
careful perusal, I found had been either superseded or had from one cause or- 
anotJtier ceased to be law. Tbe labour thus entailed upon me has been very great, 
but I shall feel amply rewarded if this part of the Index, after the pains I hare 
best.owed upon it, and which I have endeavoured to make as short and compre- 
liensible as possible, meets with as much consideration as its predecessor. 

If any imperfections are met with, I doubt not also but that they will he- 
oyerlooked, if for no other reason than that already given in Part I, viz : that no 
regular Index to all the Laws in force in this Colony has before been published, 
and that consequently imperfections are likely to have crept in — imperfectiona. 
which can only be remedied or improved in subsequent Editions. 

In a work of this kind, professing merely to point out what Law is in force^ 
on a certain date, it cannot be expected that the subject matter of every section 
of every Act could have been given — such a work would indeed have entailed 
labour hardly to be expected of one who has only had spare time after office^ 
hours at his disposal : the law on the point only, in many instances, has been given 
a reference thereto, together with the notes of Amendments, if any, at the foot 
of the page, enables one to find out at once that law — the object in view is there- 
fore attained. 

It now remains for me but to again acknowledge my obligations to the Hon'ble- 
Major McNair, b.a., c.m.q., the Acting Lieutenant Governor of Penang, for having- 
placed at my disposal Books only to be procured in his office in this Settlement, 
and without which, indeed, I should have been grecUly impeded in the compilation 
of this work ; and also to Mr. B. Q. Van Someren, Advocate and Solicitor of tho 
Supreme Court, by whose judgment and experience I have greatly profited. 

Appendix A contains, in Chronological Order, a list of all Indian Acts now^ 
in force in this Colony, — Appendix B, the Indian Acts formerly applicable but 
which have been repealed by the local legislature, and Appendix C is the Judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court above referred to.

(a) These subjects are inserted here for same reasons as given in Note (a), page 1. There is 
however no Statute ceding Prince of Wales's Island to the East India Company, as in the 
case of Singapore and Malacca. The East India Company were, under their charters, 
entitled to acquire possession of territories in the East, and it was under those }>owers that 
the cession of Prince of Wales' Island and of Province WeUesley from Quedah was acquired 
and which thereupon became part of the territories of the East India Company. This wiU 
be found set out in the Preamble to the 1st Charter (the Letters PateiU c^^ve mentioned), 
establishing the Court of Judicature at Penang. The foUowing extracts from the Preamble 
of the said Letters Patent (25th March, 1807^ wiU be found interesting, as it may happen that 
the Letters were not published in the Official Gazette of the time. 

" And whereas the said United Company, some time since, obtained by Cession from a Native 
" Prince in the East Indies an Island, heretofore called Pvlo Penang, and now (»lled Prince 
" of Wales's Island, situate in the Streights of Malacca, and also a Tract of Country in the"^ 
" Peninsula of Malacca, opposite to the said Island, in the Ea^t Indies, within the Limits 
" aforesaid ; and at the time when such Cession was made the said Island was wholly uncul- 
" tivated and uninhabited, and since such Acquisition the said United Company have caused a 
" Fort and a Town to be built on the said Island, and many of our subjects, and many 
" Chinese, Malays, Indians, and other Persons professing different Religions, and using and 
" having different Manners, Habits, Customs, and Persuasions, having settled there ; and if 
" due encouragement shall be given to the said Settlement, it is to be hoped that it will 
" increase considerably in its Population and Commerce, to the benefit of the said United 
" Company, and to the Increase of that Branch of the National Trade which is carried 
'* on with the East Indies, and will form an important marine Station for the General 
" Security cd the British i'ossessions in, and the Facility of the British Trade carried on with 
" the East Indies and China, and the Islands and Places in those Parts : and in expectation 
" thereof the said United Company have determined to establish a permanent Factory at the 
" said Island, and have lately appointed a Governor, or President, and three Counsellors, 
" witi^ a Secretary and other Officers, for the Government of the said Factory of Prince of 
" Wales's Island, and iJl the Places which are now, or hereafter may be, subordinate or 

"annexed thereto..... ........" the rest provides for the eetabliehment of the Cpurt of 

Judictvtore. 
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ADDENDA.— (Oonimwed) . 

The following Proclamation was also published, whether in the Official Gazette or not> I have 
not been able to find out as yet — bj Captain Light, an Officer of the East India Company, on 
the occasion of his taking possession of the Island fro:n the Baja of Qrnedah by whom it 
was ceded: 

Proclamation. * 

" These are to certify that agreeable to my orders and instructions from the Hon'ble the 
" GoTemor General and Council of Bengal, I have this dav taken possession of this Island 
" called Fulo Penang now named the Prince of Wales* Island^ and hoisted the British Colors 
" in the name of His Majesty George the Third, and for the use of the Honorable English 
" East India Company, this eleyenth day of August, One Thousand Seyen Hundred and 
•* Eighty Six, being the Eve of the Prince of Wales' birthday."

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{Indian Act^ repealed as to India hut not the Straits Settlements.*) 
EEG. V. OVEHEEE AND ANOR. 

Motion in arrest op Judgment. Construction op Statutes. 

The Friaaners were convicted for embezzlement, hut before ecntetice, the Counsel for 
the prisoner moved for an arrest of judjmsnt, on the ground that the Act under which they 
Jiad been tried, had been repealed : — 

HELD (on leave reserved) that the Act XIIL of 1850 upon which they were convicted 
woA still in force Jiere and that the words ** British India'* in the Act XVIL of 1862, 
which repealed the said Act, did not include the Stiuits Settlements and ths Conviction 
was affirmed, 

(Judgment delivered on the 16th December, 1872, by His Honor Chief Justice 
Sidgreaves. — ) 

In this case the Prisoner were tried before me at Malacca, and convicted of 
Embezzlement. Before sentence, Mr. Davidson, acting as Counsel for the prisoner 
Overree, moved an arrest of judgment on the ground that the Statute creating the 
oifencs,— Act XIII. of 1850— had been repealed by Act XVII. of 1862. 

I proceeded to pass sentence, reserving to Mr. Davidson leave to mave before 
jne at Singapore, which h( accordingly did, the Attoraey-General appearing on behalf 
of the Crown. If Mr. Davidson's contention be right, the consequences would be, 
not only that this conviction is wrong, but that all the convictions obtained under it 
for the last ten years, during all which period the Act has b^en acted upon, have been 
wrong also. 

It becomes important, then, to consider whvdther Act 13 of 1850, has been repealed 
so far as the Straits Settlements are concerned or not. 

The first Section of Act 17 of 1862, upon which Mr. Davidson relies, is as 
follows : — 

** The several Regulations and Acts s^t forth in the Schedule hereunto annexed, 
** so far as they provide for the punishmint of offences, shall be held to have been, 
** and are hereby repealed from the 1st of January, 1862, in the Presidencies of 
** Bengal, Madras and Bombay, and in the other pai ts of British India, in which such 
'* Regulations and Acts or any of them were in forc3 on the said 1st of January, 1862, 
^* except in so far as they repeal the whole or any other part of any other Regulation 
*** or Act, and except as to any offence committed before the said 1st of January, 1862.'* 

Now, amongst the several Regulations and Acts, set out in the Schedule, we 
find this Act No. 13 of 1850, and the extent of the Repeal is stated to be the whole 
Act. If the Straits' Settlements come then under the general words of Section Ist, 
it is obvious that the Act has been repealed.

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Mr, Davidson's contention is, that they do come within those words, that those- 
irords are perfectly clear, and that being clear and unambiguous, we cannot look at 
the Preamble to explain them. 

In the cases which he quoted, however, the real state of the law ui>on the subject 
was made abundantly clear, and it must be taken that although a clear and express 
enactment cannot be controlled by the Preamble, yet if there be any doubt upon the 
subject, the Preamble may be referred to for the piurpose of shedding a light upon it. 
It must be taken also, that in constructing an Act, the Court is entitled to consider 
the whole scope of it, in order to arrive, at the meaning of any particular enactment. 

In the Sussex Peerage case, 8 Jur : 793, where the question turned entirely upon 
the constructionof a Statute,-— The Royal Marriage Act, — Lord C. J. Tindal, delivering 
the opinion of the Judges who had been called in by the Lord Chancellor to advise 
the House of Lords says : — 

" The Rule for the construction of Statutes is that they should be construed 
** according to the intent of the Parliament which passed the Act, If the words of the 
** Statute are in themselves precise and unambiguous, then no more can be necessary 
** than to expound those words, in their natural and ordinary sense. The words them- 
*• selves do in such case best declare the intention of the Lawgivers, But if any doubt 
** arises from the tenns employed by the Legislature, it has always been held a safe means^- 
** of c^oUecting the intention to call in aid the ground and cause of making the Statute 
** and to have recourse to the Preamble, which according to Chief Justice Dyer, is a 
**key to open the minds of the makers of the Act and the mischiefs which they intend- 
** ed to redress," 

In Attorney- Oeneixil v. Fowls, 1 Kay 186, it is stated that in construing an Act^ 
the Court is at liberty to regard the state of the law at the time, and the facts which 
the Preamble or recitals of the Act prove to have been the existing circumstances at 
the time of its preparation. 

Now with regard to Sec, 1st of the Act 17 of 1862, it was contended bj 
Mr. Dayidson that the Court was boimd to give effect to the words as they stood, and 
that the words, '' in the IVesidencies of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, and in the 
other parts of British India in which such Regrulations and Acts were in force," 
clearly include the Straits Settlements. But looking at the words " British India,'* 
and knowing that the words are used in different senses in different Acts, we are 
surely entitled to know in what sense the Legislature intended to use them here, and 
even if the Straits Settlements were at that time a portion of the Presidency of 
Bengal, were they so for all purposes of the Act ? We refer to the Key which has been 
mentioned, the Preamble, in order to open the minds of the makers of the Act, and 
there we find the reason why the Act was passed. It was because a Penal Code had 
come into operation in British India and a Criminal Procedure Code had come into 
operation in the Presidencies of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, and was at the same 
tmie, or had since, or might thereafter be, extended to other parts of British India,. 
Now here we have the very same terms used as in first Section, " British India" and 
*^ the Presidencies of Bengal, Madras and Bombay," Do these terms include the- 
Straits Settlements ? The two Codes each contain a definition of what is meant by 
^* British India/' both to the same effect, — the words *' Britbh India '' shfdl denote- 
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the territories that are, or shall become, vested in Her Majesty by the Statute 21 and 
22 Vic. c. 106 entitled ** An Act for the better €k)vemment of Lidia, except the Set- 
tlements of Prince of Wales' Island, Singapore and Malacca, 

It is qnite clear therefore, that the Act never contemplated the introduction of 
these two Codes into the Straits Settlements, and the 3rd Section shows that the 
intention of the Legislature was that the Acts in the Schedule should be repealed in 
other parts of British India, at the same time that the Codes ware introduced inta 
them. 

The Code of Criminal Procedure never came into operation here, and, even if it 
did, it could not have affected this Court, which was a Court founded by Boyal 
Charter, and the Penal Code expressly excepts these Settlements. Giving the same 
irords the same signification in the 1st Section, I am of opinion, therefore, that they 
do not affect the Straits Settlements, and that the Act 13 of 1850, is still in force 
irithin these Settlements, The motion in Arrest of Judgment will therefore be dis- 
missed and the Judgment will stand.
